MODERN SILVER BY JEAN PUIFORCAT 


An extensive group of sterling silver in the modern taste by the most famous of all 
contemporary French silversmiths, Jean Puiforcat (1897-1945) who had the place of honor 
in the French Pavilion at the New York World’s Fair. After the fall of France, Puiforcat 
escaped the Germans and came to Mexico, where he opened an atelier in Mexico City. 
The silver wrought there shows to perfection his mastery of design and simplicity of treat- 
ment; integrated into these is a suggestion of native Mayan and other motives, and the 
use of indigenous stones such as onyx and amethyst. All the pieces are executed in heavy 
sterling silver, and are in unused condition. This is, we believe, the first large group of 
Puiforcat’s work to appear at public sale in this country.

Through the notary of the family it was ascertained that the tapestries had been 
made to special order for the then head of the Montgolfier family, and the chairs executed 
by a Lyons cabinetmaker (probably the celebrated Nogaret) ; and the suite remained unin- 
terruptedly in the possession of the family at Annonay until 1905, when it was purchased by 
Mrs Leigh Hunt, mother of the present owner. The suite was exhibited at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art for fifteen years (vide infra).

Leefdael, who worked with Albert Auwercx. Guillam van Leefdael opened his own atelier 

in 1656, and became dean of his guild in 1669; he continued to hold civic office as late 

as 1680. The works bearing his signature include scenes from the Story of S. Paul, a set 

of Months in conjunction with the Reydams-Leyniers atelier, and the Story of Scipio.
